LITERARY CHARACTER OP HERBERT. 

When we contemplate the literary career of Henry Wm. Herbert, we 
are in doubt whether to be moat astonished at the extent, or at the va¬ 
riety of his works. Considered in either aspect, he must be deemed 
one of the most remarkable men who have adorned the republic of let¬ 
ters during the present century. He possessed a capacity for literary 


fingers, and writing became habitual to him. The life of Leibnitz was 
one of reading, writing, and meditation, which was the secret of his 
prodigious knowledge; and Magliabeccht lived among books for eight- 
and-forty years. But Herbert’s writings were not produced under cir¬ 
cumstances similar to these, and his habits were as different as can be 
imagined from the closet cogitations of these learned gentry. When 
engaged in literary composition, Indeed, the severity of his application 
would have rivalled that of Seneca himself. He was, however, not 
only Herbert the scholar, but In addition to this, Prank Forrester, 
the sportsman, **ln the division of his time," says Duycklnck. 


their literary pursuits, the time he retained for his more enduring 
labors was still further circumscribed by editorial work. There was 
hardly an Interval of any account during the twenty-flveyears of his 
authorship that he was not editorially connected with some Journal or 
other. Taking these circumstances into account we are totally unable 
to say where he found time to produce the thirty-four volumes of his 
original works, or the fifty-two volumes which bear his name, either as 
author, as editor, or as translator. And yet this record is calculated to 
give but a limited idea of his labors, so much of his attention was occu 
pled in contributi ng to the comparatively evanescent periodical liters

achieved any great amount of literary work, have generally been not 
only men of profound ability, bnt to their talenta have netted the moat 
aaetdaona and unremitting application.

Indeed, ruined hla health by lnceaaant 
toll, and brought an otherwlee moot vlgorona and enduring conciliation 
to a premature grave.

It la obvloua that thla prodigloua amount of 
work could not have been accompllabrd had not the required labor 
been directed to the beat advantage. Herbert waa extremely method - 
dal In hla hablta, realizing the fact that by Jndldoua arrangement a 
cheat may be made to hold much more than could be encloaed without 
the uae of any deflnlto ayatem. He divided the week Into certain per- 
loda, allotting to each Ite appropriate taak, thua reeervlng one day for 
the tranaactlon of bnalneaa with hla city pnbllehera, another half-day. 
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on tally Saturday afternoon, for his marketing, and so on. Like Balaac, 
he protracted hit studies far into the night, with the difference, how¬ 
ever, that to confident waa the Frenchman lu the superior intpiration 
of night that when eogaged upon a romance he wonla seclude himself 
for weeks together in aaarkened room, lighted at noonday at at mid¬ 
night only by a couple of wax candles. When not nnder the Influence 
of those occasional periods of depression, which unfortunately teem to 
be the general accompaniment or genius. Herbert waa, says the Mew 
York Tribune, a model of professional industry and accomplishment. 
In spite of these Irregularities, “he was capable of much continued lit¬ 
erary exertion, called not ouly for the exercise of the finer susceptibil¬ 
ities. but at times for exact and laborious scholarship.” [Cyclopedia 
of American Literature ] Herbert, like Scott, composed with great 
rapidity, accuracy and precision, which facts. Indeed, are evident from 
an examination of bis private letters. They are models of style, and 
their finished literary character exhibits the culture of the writer. 
Faultless in arrangement, his systematic and methodical habits show 
plainly In the legibility and elegance of tbe pemnanshlp, while the 
entire absence of blot or erasure Indicate freedom from 
the need of revlsiou and correcting so necessary to ordi¬ 
nary writers. Early education and mental training had Imparted 
a discipline to his faculties, which accounts for his surprising powers of 
execution, reminding ua In this respect of Cavler, whose mind was 
always lu complete order and bis memory exact and extensive. Thus 
Herbert's production's, though uutneroueaud sometimes rapidly thrown 
off, were the fruit of previous studies and large accumulations of know¬ 
ledge. 

Nor was his versatility less remarkable than his Industry From the 
list of his works previo .sly glveu, it will be seeu over what a singularly 
diversified range of subjects they extended, from classical, historical 
and critical disquisitions, to essays on field sports, natural history and 
rural economy. Perhaps nls contributions to the periodicals exemplified 
this more strikingly than even his books, embracing aa they did, almost 
every Imaginable theme. It would be no difficult Usk to select a vol¬ 
ume from soma of the msgmxlnss lu which every number should contain 
something from his pen, and each are treating of a different subject. 
The volume might open with a romantic tale of the middle ages, and an 
account of a new Invention in wood working machinery; then 


the day, take precedence of ths old. “More good writing,” says an em¬ 
inent critic, “is sunk In this department of composition than In any 
other.” and oar author's stories in this have followed the fortunes of 
others of equal repute In their day. It would be difficult to describe 
the chorus of adulation that greeted ths appearance of Richardson's 
"Clarissa Harlows," in tbe last coo lory. It was greatly admired by 
such men as Sir John Uersche), Sir Walter Scott (who wrote the 
life of Its author), and Dr. Jobosoo; some hesitating not 
to pronounce it the greatest novel ever written. Yet this work 
Is now unknown to tbe general, and the student of lit- 
literature desiring to peruse Its pages must search for It in the old book¬ 
stall. or among the musty treasures of the libraries. Literary annals 
overflow with the record of socb cases, and such la tbs destiny which 
experience, which fate, and even ths laws of nature appear to mark aa 
Inevitable. But Herbert had other strings to his bow; and yet It la a 
little curious to reflect that this—his romantic aud miscellaneous writ¬ 
ings—Is ths one upon which he relied for his principal repntatlou while 
living and his most enduring fame when dead. It reminds us of 
Canova, who Is remembered only for bit sculpture; bis paintings, in 
which he took tbs greatest pride, having been long forgotten; of David, 
whose pictures now constitute his renown, he himself having considered 
diplomacy his forte; and of Dr. Brown, who as Mathews says In view¬ 
ing his own poetical doubtless exclaimed, "How sweet an Ovid In a met¬ 
aphysician lost!" 

Tnc most splendid of Herbert's romances is "The Roman Traitor,” 
which la a successful specimen of perhaps tbe most difficult species of 
fictitious composition. To give an Idea of the difficulties encountered 
in such a work, we give an extract from thu writer In tfraAam'# Maga¬ 
zine before quoted :^‘Any good historical novel requires profound re¬ 
search, but a fiction founded on classical times demand more than 
others. To Infuse reality into any delineation of a departed age Is al¬ 
ways a difficult task, but to do this of the ancient Romans is the boast 
of a lifetime.” Herbert was universally congratulated In his eminent 
success tn so hazardous an undertaking. Continues ths same writer: 
“He has lo 'The Roman Traitor’ produced a story which every reader 
will peruse with Interest, while feeling at the same time that it is a 
faithful picture of an age gone forever. His characters, though unoila- 


moet fascinating writings In this department of Rngltah literature 
There are several elements of their superiority, due chiefly to the fact 
that no other author of equal eminence has ever turned his pen to this 
branch of composition. To use tbe eloqnent phraseology of a critic 
"never were the louggathered stores of tbe most extensive erudition 
applied to the purposes of Imaginative writing with to much easy, l av . 
lab and Injurious power; never was the Ideal of what this kind of com 
position should be so fully reached, combining in such admirable 
relation ths proportion of fact and fancy, and producing an effect so 
truly charming to the man of taste.” Ths founder of Amorlcan sport¬ 
ing literature, working under the disadvantage of exploring a before- 
anexamlned subject, with no way-marks for guidance, the geniua of 
Frank Forester overcame these obstacles and has created works which 
must be the despair of succeeding generations of Imitators. In ex. 
haustlve thoroughness of treatment they evince a comprehensive gnuti 
of the subject matter which in all probability moat ever remain une. 

? ;oalled, while hla felicity of expression and illustration lend to them • 
asclnation quite uuapprosched by anything of the kind in the whol« 
range of English literature. Loving the theme with all the warmth of 
hla ardent soul, his pages breathe au Infectious earnestness which at 
once enlists the readers sympathy, and the attraction is still further 
enhanced by the genial spirit so manifest in every line, per¬ 
haps that unique series of works, relating the persousl 
adventures of ths author and his friends In naming 
sad shooting, “The Warwick Woodlands'' "My Shootiug 
Box" and "The Deerstalkers " embody mors of Frank Forester's p«. 
cullar styles of composition than any of his other writings. In them we 
have an exciting movement of the narrative, a rapid succession of loci 
dent, related with a wealth of detail entirely unparalleled by anything 
else in sporting literature. The story is tola with a vivid power that 
seems to bring It right before tbe reader. In delineating natural 
beauties, the scaoee are represented with au realistic effect, slavish yet 
eqpy gorgeoosnesM of description, that was confessedly unequalled by 
any cotemporary writer. 

But why go on? The reader appreciates these Inimitable works do 
wblt less than we; he knows the debt wblcb, as a fraternity, we owe to 
Frank Forester; he knows that, in the words of Roosevelt, *'As a cIink 
we owe it to him that we are sports men and not pot-huters.” Viewed 
on any side, as writes a biographer. Henry William Uerlmt must be con¬ 
sidered one of the most remarkable literary men tbe century has pro¬ 
duced, showing in each department which he entered pre-eminent tal¬ 
ents and learning. Yet there have been as distinguished novelists, m 
profound classicists, as sagacious critics, more excellent poets, because 
men wholly devoted to each one of these pursultsc but where so great a 
sportsman T The answer is. In the words of the memorial address, he ia 
the most eminent of this, or any other uge or clime. Therefore It Is 
fitly the sportsmen of America who now propose to commemorate the 
genius of Frank Fobbstrr, no less than their owu high character aud 
standing lu firm and enduring bronze.

It would be reasonable to 
suppose that in covering so much ground and in so diversifying tbe 
subject of bis pen, some of them would be necessarily slighted. But 
such Indeed Is far from having been the case. He wrote about nothing 
that he did not thoroughly understand. His books on 

sporting, so much more voluminous than those of any 

other writer in that department, were lu extent the 

least of his works, and were undertaken at first merely as interludes In 
his more professional, and, as he then thought, more Important and 
lasting works. Yel we find In them the same English characteristic 
of thoroughness as in everything he wrote. Id alluding to this power 
of mastery over subjects which nave little or nothing lu common, a dis¬ 
criminating writer says: "His classical attainments would have done 
honor to a man wholly devoted to that pursuit, while his knowledge of 


Gaylord Clark remarked In the Knickerbocker Magazine, at the time 
the "Horse and Horsemanship" was .known to be in preparation by 
Herbert: "Sorely tbe design Is good; will it be carried out? Is is uot 
answer enough to say that Frank Forrester understands it? When par¬ 
turient with a Greek ode, a classic poem, a dissertation dogs, fishes or 
sport, waa there ever a failure? Did not the full time of gestation bring 
forth a perfect work f" 

These extraordinary and varied powers of mind, so elevating Herbert 
arbove tbe mass of writers, appear to have been au inheritance of genins 
from his father, a celebrated politician, scholar, and divine, who exhib¬ 
ited much the same wonderful diversification of talent that so distin¬ 
guished his son. Hear the London Gentleman'* Magazine on the Hon. 
and Rev. Wm. Herbert: 

"It la not often that we meet with an author whop attainments are. 
so various, and at tbe same time so accurate a ad p so found, as those of 
the one now before ns; while it bas been the lot of few to fill, at various 
periods, stations In soM*tv which are generally reserved for those pro¬ 
fessionally educated for them alone, and from which they seldom de¬ 
part; bat we have had the pleasure of hearing Mr. Herbert as an orator 
in the House of Commons, we have heard him as an advocate at the 
bar. and we have listened to him as a preacher In the pnlpit. As an 
Author we have found him in walks of science and 
literature very remote from each other, not often trodden by the same 

B erson, yet always marking his progress by the light he has thrown on 
Is subjects; and. as It appears to us, showing both diligence and ac¬ 
curacy in recording facts, and philosophical discretion in reasoning 
from them. [ Gent. Mag., 1843. part 1. page 11S, 138. ] 

It will thus he seen that onr Frank Forester was not the solitary 
genius of a family; on the contrary, as expressed by Alllbone, be comes 
of a house which has been for centuries a distinguished ornament to 
the world of letters. In the following extract from tbe eloquent pen of 
Horace Walpole, on Lord Edward Herbert, of Cherbury (iwl-UUdj, the., 
reader will notice the dilation on thoae pre-eminent abilities, which in 
this line of authors and statesmen have so astonished the world: 

"Few have figured so extensively In lights so various aa the famous 
Lord Herbert, of Cherbury. As a soldier, his valor made him a hero, 
aud won for him tbe esteem of the great captains of the age, Mont- 

f ;omery and the Priuce of Orange: as a knight nls chivalry was drawn 
rom the purest founts of the Fairy Queen • • • As a public min¬ 
ister, he supported the dignity of his country, even when its prince dis¬ 
graced it. • • • These busy scenes were mingled with, and termin¬ 
ated by, meditation aud philosophical enquiries. Strip each period of 
its excesses and errors, and it will be easy to trace out or dispose of tbe 
life of a man of qnality into a succession of employments which would 
better become him. Valor and military activity is youth; business of 
state in middle age; contemplation aud labors for the information of 

C ietertty in the calmer scenes of a closing life;—this was Lord Iler- 
srt.” 

In Herberts' works a striking and characteristic quality Is force, aris¬ 
ing partly from the author's temperament, In which the positive ele¬ 
ment was conspicuous. If we examine his portrait, a marked 
development of what physiognomists call the perceptive* 
Is evident. These may be called the practical talents, 
in contradistinction to those which from tbe 
mere theorizing philosopher or the idealist. The domain of the latter 
is more spiritual. They are gifted with Ideality and sublimity, and are 
supposed to occupy the highest plane of Intellectual manifestation 
Socb was Milton. On the other band, we have tbe practical men-the 
scientists, for instance—to whom the world owes its real advancement. 
They are observers and workers as well as thinkers. To this category 
belongs also the historian; and In ranking Herbert with this class, we 
shall see that tn addition to hla imaginative powers be added others no 
leas distinguishing. His Immense observing faculties gave him a com 

t lete mastery over tbe length and breadth or hla subject, and his large 
mguage and great construct!vene** enabled him to handle It with more 
vigor and power than almost any other writer. The temperament waa 
strong and vigorous, combining toughness with iron endurance, and 


i. When the first of onr author's works, " The Brothers," ap¬ 
peared these qualities were noted with astonished comment, and toe 
reviewers Judged it to possess a more continuous and exciting Interest 
than any novel which had ever been produced in this conntry. The 
affluence of thought and diction exhibited In his works Is equally re¬ 
markable. Tbe style is described in the Cyclopedia of American Liter¬ 
ature as "ample and flowing, with a certain finished elegance marking 
the true man of letters." 

Herbert greatly admired Walter Scott, and the writings of tbe "Wiz¬ 
ard of tbe Norib” had probably as much to do in shaping tbe character 
of his literary career as any other Influence. Many of his romances 
■how the same peculiarities of treatment so effectively employed In the 
Waverly Novels; and, In illustration of his early preference for this 
kind of writing, may be cited the fact that all his first books were in the 
line of fiction. If we had tbe space It might be Interesting 
to Institute » comparison between these two authors, whose ro¬ 
mances have'more resmhlance than any others; but we will merely give 
an extract from a writer on Herbert's works in Graham'* Magazine: 
"Tin y unite two characteristics rarely found together in works of the 
kind-a brilliant narrative aqd exact fidelity to history. Sir Waller 
bcott, even In tbe most accurate of his novels, continually sacrificed 
the latter qualities to the former. His "Ivanboe,” "Abbott," and 
"Quentin Durword" are faltbfnl only as pictures of manners, not as 
records of actual events. Bot Herbert's "Roman Traitor," for instance, 
while graphically depicting the times of Cicero, adheres with singular 
fidelity to tbe events of that age, and thns reproduces In all its parts a 
living, breathing picture of toe Roman Republic.” Of onr author's 
numerous tales, the ablest, the ones on which he bestowed most care, 
are: "Tbe Brothers," "Cromwell." "Marmaduke Wyvll" and "Tbe 
Roman Traitor” They possess that solid merit necessary to render their 
fame enduring, and It most therefore he a source of regret that ths two 
formar of the quartette should have been withdrawn from circulation 
by the pub Habers- solely from personal motives, which. Indeed, have 
proceeded to tbe extent that they have never allowed any nodes of Her¬ 
bert to appear In any of their periodicals, save, of coarse, tbe reviews 
of bis works, which It was Impossible for them to prevent. Herbert's 
other romanoes. popular for a lime, have given place to the flood of new 
publications, which, of necessity with the changing taste or fashion of 




short. It bas been correctly asserted to be one of the most remarkable of 
these specimens of literary art. in which it has been attempted to illus¬ 
trate classical scenes, characters and manners. To borrow the words or 
a critical writer, "It is as if the veil of ages bad been In truth swept 
back, and we onreelves had been for a time living, breathlug and mov 
In the days of the conspirator Catallne, times bow different from onr 
own l the hot, tempestuous, passionate, fierce days of Rome. Every 
line In the picture is true to tbe life; everything in the words, in tbe 
gesture, everything in the very faces of the personages called np before 
us, speaks of times of energetic, volition, uncontrolled action, dis¬ 
turbance, tumult, tbe storms and whirlwinds of restless souls and un¬ 
governed passions. It seems as though the atmosphere aroand them 
was all alive with the Wreath of trumpets, and the neighing of chargers, 
and tbe echo of war cries," 

One of the chief dlstlncdve excellences of Herbert’s 
writings, one that distinguishes bis rommuces widely from 
those of all other writers, in his accurate, almost photo¬ 
graphic, reproduction of the manners and customs of the age depicted, 
ana bis close adherence to historic truth. He was an erudite Medievalist 
and showed considerable preference for that period In aelectlng the 
dates for his tales. "The subjects of many of Die best performances," 
(we quote from Dr. Griswold’s International Magazine), “being drawn 
from the middle ages and from Southern Europe; and they display 
besides, very eminent capacities for tbe historical novel, a familiarity 
with the Institutions of chivalry and with cotemporary manners hardly 
equalled In any writer of tbe English language. These are qualities 
entirely unappreciated by the masses, and from them coaid obtain no 
iota of popularity. To speak of any work of high and elevated art 
being generally popular, ia to suppose ihe result or learned Investigation 
or tbe application of the finest and most recondite 
principles is understood by the vulgar. Many of Herbert's works rely 
for value Upon these intrinsic excellencies, and tbe vast power of creat¬ 
ing and carrying on a strong interest. 

The vivid ana gorgeous facility of description, these cannot In every 
case seenro perennial prosperity. These works are such, however, as 
no critic would refuse to praise, or no scholar disdain to own. 

Id tbe field of military criticism, Herbert's series upon the captains 
of antiquity exhibit some of his rarest and most admirable powers of 
mind. In making an estimate of these works, as in all other parts of 
our subject, we wish it to be understood that we give uot our own un¬ 
supported opinion merely, but that of the ablest and most generally 
recognized critics and authorities, whose eminence in each several de¬ 
partment entitles their Judgment the unhesitating respect and weight 
with which It is received. The volumes under consideration give an 
original and erudite description of the chief battles embraced In 
tbe periods of which they treat, with an estimate of the character and 
position of the most celebrated commanders. Herbert was a decided 
adbareot^Ttbe modern critical school, the principles of which have 
"been applied to Roman antiquities with such admirable effect by the 
German Niebuhr and the English Arnold. He was. however, uo slav¬ 
ish copyist of any, however eminent; his worke are tbe fruit of inde¬ 
pendent personal research and reflection. "A classical scholar," says a 
discriminating writer, "familiar with the linguage and style of the 
ancient masters, fortified with learning which embraced a much wider 
sphere than the subject of the present Inquiries, and endowed with an 
instinctive sagacity of no common order. Herbert was singularly qual¬ 
ified for this task, and he performed it in a manner highly creditable to 
the soundness of hla judgement and the depth of his researches." The 
experience he had gained while member of a cavalry company in Eng¬ 
land, gave him a knowledge of military movements which was of great 
advantage in the preparation of these works. His comparison of 
ancient strategy with the modern science of warfare Is so clearly illus¬ 
trated, and so forcibly reasoned, as to possess a profound interest, not 
only for professional military men, bat for all who delight In ths re¬ 
moval or learned dost from tbe records of antiquity. He describes the 
battles which come nnder his consideration, not rhetorically, but with 
the paramont design of accurate statement, though without the sacri¬ 
fice of plctnresqne effect. "In many cases," writes one of bis critics, 
"where the facts are covered with obscurity, and none but the most 
cautious enquirer can hope for the attainment of truth, Mr. Hubert dis¬ 
plays nice critical Judgment in tbe sifting of evidence, never seduced 
into love of paradox, and if compelled to have recourse to theories, al¬ 
ways sustaining them by arguments that are no less powerful than In 

E anions.” Bis conclusions in regard to the character of several ancient 
eroes differ from the prevailing opinion, and his dlscueelona on 
this point are among the most Interesting portions of 
these works. Bnt we cannot stop for an extended notice. Their style 
is In perfect keeping with tbe subject, although occasionally careless, 
and now and then sliding into unauthorized expressions, which cannot 
be excused on the ground defective culture or taste. "In regard to 
composition," quoting from a review in Harper'* Magazine, "We find 
in these volumes numerous passages of uncommon spiondor of diction 
and showing almost unequaled powers of scenic description." 

As a pout, Hubert's rams will rest chiefly upon bis translations from 
French aud Italian author's, ns well as from the Greek and Latin clas¬ 
sics. The most important of these le his metrical version of tbe 
dramatic works of Aost'hylns. which the reader will flod reviewed at 
length by Prof. Felton, in flttth volume of tbe /forth American Revinn, 
pages 4n?-4il. The critique Is Introduced In the following term: 

"Mr. Hubert has long been known to tbe American reading 
public as a writer of great and versatile powers; a poet 
of vivid imagination and vigorous style; a success¬ 
ful novelist; an able and accomplished critic; and to 
another class whose reading is comparatively limited—the nlmruds of 
the land -as a consummate master of the mysteries of their craft, prac¬ 
tically experienced in all the wave of ehootlng, Ashing and hunting, 
and skilled to lllustrrte alike with pen and pencil the scene# of forest, 
river, lake and bill, amidst which his amnsemeots and their serious 
pursuits chiefly lie. And now be comes before tbe world In another 
character—that of translator of the mostdlflicull of the Attic tragedies." 

He la the author, nevertheless, of numerous fugitive pieces that attest 
his ability In original versification. In which he could have achieved 
distinguished success had he cared to cultivate It. "He has fancy, and 
a fine conception of rhythm," said Poe. who had a high opinion of Her 
bert'a poetical ability, sod rated bis verve even above bis prose. In 
onr opinion, however, the beet and truest manifestation* of Herbert's 
poetical spirit are to be found in his prose writings; for wo do not by 
euy means bsllsve that the beaoty of poesy must necessarily find ex 
press I on in measure, often labored, and to onr taste nearly always a 
supervention to the sense. Onr author felicitously expresses this idea 
in tbe following passage from hi* "Field Hporte:” "Tne true sports¬ 
man, the gentle sportsman, must be In some sort a poet, not a Jlngler of 
rhymes, or a cramper of English words into strange and uncougenlal 
measures, a meter or syllables, and a counter of fingers, but a lover of 
all things beautiful and wild-a mediator, a moserl" In this sense 
we cannot doubt bnt that Frank Fnrraater richly deserved to be called 
a poet. RIs works abound In prose poems. if we may use ths seeming 
paradox, and some of the descriptions of scenery In hie tportlng sketches 
are of exquisite beanty; we may Indeed say with Dnycklnck that "a 
poetical spirit or enthusiasm runs throughout all his writings.** 

But tbe most characteristic of Herbert's productions sre undoubtedly 
hie sporting works, wblcb are universally considered the ablest and

Mange In Cattle. 

Mange in cattle is produced by tbe presence of a minute Insect, (or 
acarue), which has Its habitation ,n toe skin, and barrows its way from 
tbe surface underneath the cuticle. Tbe symptoms of this disease are 
a constant rubbing and Itchiness of the animal, which, when examined, 
will be foand to have the skin denuded of hair in places, and having a 
sort of dry scurf. When this Is removed by the finger, there are fonnd 
small raw-looking pimples, discharging a yellowish serous fluid. On 
examining the scab nnder a microscope, acari may be distinctly seen.. 
The parts more especially affected are the skin about the neck, breast, 
and thighs, where It hangs loose and in folds. In the treatment of 
mange, two things have to be accomplished—the destruction of the in¬ 
sect and ova, and the restoration of the healthy action of the skin. For 
the former purpose, almost all the various poisonous compounds of the 
Pharmacopoea nave been recommended and employed, orteu effecting 
more harm than good. Arsenical compounds, although destructive to 
the acari, are often destructive to the animal too, and should 
be avoided as much as possible. Mercurial compounds are 
equally effective, but should be used with ex¬ 
treme caution, as ptyalism (or salivation), will often 
ensue; when these compounds ure brought into requisition especial 
care should be taken to keep the animal from cold and wet. The fol¬ 
lowing treatment may be pursued:—soft soap, one pound; mercurial 
ointment, four ounces. Let these be well rubbed into the affected 
places, and remain for m day or two, when the mixture shonld be re¬ 
moved by means of warm water, and a brush. Oils of all descriptions, 
especially animal oils, are destructive to Insect life, aud having the 
recommeadation of being safe, they may be used in ail cases when the 
disease has not got too firm a bold on the system. Sulphur is also a 
very valuable medicine in the treatment of skin diseases, and like oil 
has the recommendation of safety. It may be used In the form of an 
ointment, bat as greasy applications are objectionable, probably the 
best form of employing snlphur Is that of the sulphurate of potassium, 
or liver of sulphur, dissolved In water. Take liver of sulphur, one 
ounce; water, eight ounces; to form a lotion to be applied twice a day. 
In the old-standing and chronic cases, ths skin will require more Sim¬ 
ulating treatment than any of the forms recommended, and for this pur¬ 
pose tbe following liniment may be applied: oil of tar, oil of turpen¬ 
tine, Ituseed oil—equal parts. Rub well Into the skin with a brash 
every day. It must be borne in mind, in making choice of a remedy, 
that no one agent can be deemed a epecific, and that, to Insnre success, 
a change is often requisite, as after a certain number of applications 
even tho most potent remedy will appear to lose its effect. In all cases, 
however, constant cleaullneas Is requisite. The skin shonld be well 
washed with soft soap and water after each dressing. A mild laxative 
may now and then be given, and small doses of flower of sulphur as an 
alternative. _ 

Inflammation of the Eyes In Horse®—Ita Cause and 
Treatment. 

Editor Chicago Fibld:— This organ is subject to three species of 
luflammatiou—simple inflammation, opacity of the lens and paralysis 
of the nerve, commonly called amaurotia. The first or primary inflam¬ 
mation is the most common, and Invariably precedes all others. It Is 
most assuredly caused either by a blow or lujury of the part or from 
cold. Tbe symptoms are—first. Intolerance of light, weeping, the eye 
half closed, presenting sn ides that one eye is smaller than the other, 
sometimes Is closed as If glued together at the corners, and upon open¬ 
ing the eyes the whites or the eye or eves are seen lo be streaked and 
bloodshot, and tbe lids are swollen. After s day or two of neglect 
the cornea or tranaparent substance will lose its clearness and become 
of a muddy color, sometimes the whole cornea Is involved, and other 
limes only parts or specks. If this disease through neglect should be 
allowed to run its course, and the cornea becomes Involved, and a secra- 
tloo of pus takes place into the chamber, or the cornea ulceration en¬ 
sues and the contents of tbe eye escape, resulting in total blindness. 

The treatment should be as follows; Weeding to tbe extent of tl to 
B quarts is essential; next give a good physic ball, and add a drachm of 
tartar emetic to each ball, with a view to nauseate the stomach and 
lessen the arterial action. Keep the eye bathed with a lotion composed 
of sulphate of zinc and morphine, of each 1 grain to 1 ox. of rosewater. 
The balls should be given every lfi hour** If [he eye still retains that 
bloodshot api>earance, bleed Again the following day, and If the case be 
s severe one, put a seatou In the cheek about two Inches below the 
luflained eye. This time a little morphine lotion applied with a camel s 
hair pencil to the eye will tend wonderfully to allay the Inflammation 
and hasten the caring of tbe disease. No corn or strong feed shonld be 

5 lven, or In fact anything that will heat ths blood. Grass la the best 
let, at the same time not such green meat as green clover. Keep to this 
treat mu m and success will follow your efforts. W. B. Wadahs, V. 8.

Is there any 
disease of the kind which I hava mint tinned t If so, what can I do for 
the oow? Ans.—There are no each morbid conditions in tbe animal or¬ 
ganization ; they are old crony Idoaa, entertained by Ignorant, supersti¬ 
tious persons la every village: bat such persons know nothing about 
the art of modifying or changing the morbid condition of an organ. 
The treatment is enough to make the cow sick; give her a reel and see 
what nature will do for her ease.

PAPER VI. 

THE DOG. 

Among the animals most serviceable to man, ia without 
doubt, to be ranked the dog. Without, indeed, the as¬ 
sistance of those valuable qualities possessed by the canine 
race, many of those beasts which are now under our domin¬ 
ion, and upon which we depend for many of the comforts 
and even the necessities of life, could never, have been re¬ 
claimed from their savage state, but would have been now 
roaming, useless in unfrequented wilds; or if they ap¬ 
proached the abodes of man, would exhibit themselves only 
in the character of a dreaded foe. Oenerous, affectionate 
and trusty in a degree far superior to every other animal, 
these natural qualities appear to be conferred upon the dog 
solely for the benefit of mankind, that he may be rendered 
by them our agreeable companion, useful servant, and 
most bold and safe defender. And though abused by the 
savage, who is indebted to him for almost existence itself, 
yet have his services and his virtues constituted the theme 
of the poet's song, and received from eloquence its highest 
meed of praise. 

"The dog", says the eloquent and ingenious Buffon, is, 
perhaps, the most intelligent of all quadrupeds, one 
of the most useful servants and certainly the sh¬ 
eerest friend to man. Independent of his beauty, his 
vivacity, force and swiftness, he posesses all those internal 
qualifications that can conciliate the affections of his master, 
and indace the tyrant to become a protector. A natural 
share of courage, an angry and ferocious disposition, ren¬ 
der this animal in its savage state, a formidable enemy to 
the different tenants of the forest; these qualities, however, 
give way to others of a very different complexion in the do¬ 
mestic dog, whose only ambition seems a desire to please; 
he is seen to come crouching along to lay his force, his cour¬ 
age, and all his useful talents at the feet of his master; he 
waits for his orders, to which he pays a ready and implicit 
obedience; he consults his looks, and frequently a single 
glance is sufficient to put him in motion; he is constant in 
his affections, friendly without interest, and grateful for 
the slightest favors; he is much more mindful of benefits re¬ 
ceived than injuries offered; far from being driven away by 
unkindnesa, he still continues bumble, submissive and im¬ 
ploring; his only hope, to be serviceable, his only terror to 
displease: he licks the hand that has been lifted to strike 
him; and at length, by submissive perseverance, disarms 
resentment.” 

"More docile than man, more obedient than any 
other animal, he is not only instructed in a short 
time, but also conforms to the dispositions and man¬ 
ners of those who command him. Like the 
rest of the domestics, he takes his tone from 
the house he inhabits; he is disdainful among the great, and 
churlish among clowns. He is always assiduous in seeking 
his master, ana friendly only to his friends; to all the rest 
he 1 b indifferent, and declares himself openly against such 
as seem to be dependent like himself At night when the 
guard of the house is committed to his care, he seems proud 
of the charge; he continues a watchful sentinel, goes bis 
rounds, scents strangers at a distance, and by barking, gives 
them evidence that Be ia upon duty; if they attempt to break 
in upon his territories, be becomes fiercer, threatens, flies at 
them, fights, and either conquers alone, or alarms those 
who have most interest in coming to his assistance. When 
he has torn from the intruders wBat they were endeavoring 
to steal, he quietly reposes by the spoil, and will not toucH 
it even to satisfy hunger." 

“Hence we see of what importance this animal must have 
been to man in a state of nature. Supposing for a moment 
that the species had not existed, how could man have been 
able to conquer, tame, and reduce to servitude every other 
animal? How could he discover, chase, and destroy those 
that were noxious to him? In order to secure and become 
master of all animated nature, it was necessary for blm to 
begin by making a friend of part of it; to attach such crea¬ 
tures to himself by kindness and caresses, as seemed fittest 
for obedience and active pursuit. Thus, the first art em¬ 
ployed by man was in conciliating the favor of the dog; 
ana the trait of this art was the peaceable possession of the 
earth." 

“The generality of animals have greater agility, greater 
swiftness, and more formidable arms from nature than 
man; their senses, too, and particularly that of smelling, 
are far more perfect; and the gaining, therefore, a new as¬ 
sistant in the dog, whose .scent is so exquisite, was gaining 
e new sense—a new faculty, which before was wanting to 
us. The machines and Instruments which we have im¬ 
agined for perfecting the rest of the senses, do not approach 
to that prepared by nature in the dog; by which we are en- 
enabled to find out every animal, though unseen, and thus 
destroy the noxious, ana avail ourselves of the serviceable." 

“The dog, thus useful in himself, taken into a participa¬ 
tion of empire, exerts a degree of superiority over all ani¬ 
mals that require human protection. The flock and herd 
are even more obedient to his voice than to that of the shep¬ 
herd or the herdsman; he conducts them, guards them, and 
keeps them from capriciously seeking danger, and their 
enemies he considers as his own. Nor is he less useful In 
the chase, when the sound of the horn, or the voice of the 
huntsman, calls him to the field, he testifies his pleasure by 
every little art, and pursues, with unwearied perseverance, 
those animals which, when taken, he must not expect to di¬ 
vide. The desire of hunting is, indeed, natural in biin, as 
wrll as In his master, since war and the chase are the only 


employments of savages. All animals that live upon flesh, 
hunt by nature; the lion and the tiger, whose force is so 
great that they are sure to conquer, hunt atone, and without 
art: while the wolf, the fox. and the wild dog, hunt in packs, 
assist each other, and share the spoil. But when education 
has perfected this talent in the domestic dog, when he has 
been taught by man to repress his ardor, to measure his 
motions, and not to exhaust his force by too sudden an ex¬ 
ertion of it, he then hunts with method, and generally with 
success, unaided by his fellows."

The Game Sections of the Northwest. 


Bkainksd. Miss.. April SO, 1876. 

Editor Chicago Field: —This new country which the 
Northern Pacific Railroad traverses from east to west, and 
that which is tributary to it, is one vast game preserve; 
how long it will continue to be so is a question, but now it 
certainly presents attractions to the sportsman which we 
have never seen surpassed. 

Since the land arose above the vastjinland sea, which ac¬ 
cording to the best authority, once covered this and adjoin¬ 
ing States, game of all descriptions common to the North, 
has bred undisturbed, and thriven wonderfully, with no one 
to hunt it save the few scattering bandB of Indians, or an 
occasional trapper or surveyor; and their lines of march 
usually lay along the trails or water courses, while the vast 
forests and dense swamps Into which the axes of the North¬ 
ern Pacific surveyors first let in the sunlight, six years ago re¬ 
mained in their primeval state, and was a harbor of refuge 
for game. The same is true of the prairie country west of 
this point. It has almost been until lately a terra incognita. 
Freighters passed throug it regularly, ana once in a while a 
government agent or a body of troops destined for some 
far away frontier post. Then hunting and fishing was the 
hardest qf hard work; nothing but trails to travel on, with¬ 
out a house or white man's habitation from Lake Superior 
to the Mississippi river; a distance of nearly one hundred 
and twenty miles. Now the spacious cars of the Northern 
Pacific dash along past the reedy-margined lakes, the home 
of the wild fowl, through the pine forests and tamarack 
swamp9, starting surly Drain, past the oak ridges where the 
deer delight to feed, and out onto the immense prairies be¬ 
tween this point and the Missouri river (the present western 
terminus of the road), that in the Fall are alive with birds; 
every patch of prairie has its covey of pin-tailed grouse; 
every “sleu” its colony of ducks; every bunch of orush 
harbors that prince of game birds, the lordly ruffed grouse. 

Now at intervals the cars run into pleasant little towns 
and villages where the sportsman is always welcome, and 
where he can find good hotel accommodations, teams, 
guides and good fellows, lovers of the rod and gun, who 
will help make his stuy among them of the most pleasant 
nature. 

Duluth, the largest town on the line (the eastern termi¬ 
nus), is the place to start from for trout fishing; speckled 
trout abound in all the ice-cold spring-fed brooks along the 
north shore. The trip to Superior, Ashland, Bayfield, and 
the fishing in the numerous trout-streams that abound in 
the vicinity of these towns, is enjoyable in the extreme. 

All along the Minnesota Division are numerous clear lakes 
and ponds teeming with fish: Oswego-bass, “wall-eyes" or 
pike-perch, tarred-perch, pickerel and muscalonge. 

The lake par exeellance, and most easy to get to is Serpent 
Lake, seventeen miles east; a beautiful sheet of water, 
with high gravelly banka fringed with heavy, 
hard-wood timber to the water’s edge. One can 
leave bis comfortable quarters at the hotel here on the enrly 
train, 3:60, go to Wittington, catch more bass than one can 
“tote across the carry", and return on the evening train from 
the East in time for supper. 

Deer abound near Bramerd, and west in the oak-openings 
they are very abundant; “still-hunting” only is allowed, the 
use of hounds for “driving deer" not being allowed; and 
since the Chippewa Indians have been moved away and 
kept on their reservations, hounds kept out of the country, 
game laws fairly observed, deer have increased remarkably, 
anywhere within a few miles of the station they can be 
found; but they are no tamer here than elsewhere, and the 
"green-horn" may have to wear out more than one pair of 
moccaftns before he kills one. The neophite will see plenty 
of them, or their tails rather, but seeing them and getting 
them are two widely different things, as many a “fine- 
haired" hunter has found out. 

Black bear are quite common, and in this region where 
berries and nuts are so abundant, grow to an enormous size. 
In the swampy country between Lake Superior and the 
Mississippi river they are most numerous, and frequently 
the watchful engineer from the cab window, sees the un¬ 
gainly animals lumber off the track, as he sweeps round a 
curve; occasionally, either from stupidity or “pure cussed- 
ness”, they refuse to leave the track, ana a inass of black 
fur and meat goes tumbling “down the grade” to form a 
bonne bonche for the ravens and buzzards. 

Far to the north, yet still within the limits of the State, 
heyond Leech Lake, and along the valley of the Bog river, 
moose and cariboo range, and an occasional herd of rein¬ 
deer. 

Until within a few years this extreme northern portion of 
the State was hardly jmown, except to lumbermen, and 
only attainable to sportsman or tourist at great expense and 
exertion; now a weekly stage runs betweeu this point and 
Leech Lake White settlers and traders have located at 
different points, the trip can be made easily without much 
expense, and will certainly repay the ardent sportsman for 
his trouble. 

For grouse shooting (principally sharp-tailed grouse), the 
prairie country along the line from Wadena west to the Mis¬ 
souri river has not its equal in the West. The close season 
for these birds expires August 15th, and they are then to be 
found everywhere as plentyful as blackbirds on the eastern 
marshes. 

Pinnated grouse are beginning to show themselves, but 
are not numerous as yet. A singular fact in connection 
with these birds ia, that whenever the pinnated grouse make 
their appearance, the sharp-tails begin to decrease, and 
finally disappear entirely. 

Tetrea umbtllut, the gallant ruffed grouse, favorite alike 
with the gourmand and sportsman, abound wherever there 
is cover for them, and the finest kiDd of sport can be bad 
with them, useing either the seller or pointer, or keeping 
juat outside the brush while a brace of lively cockers or 
springers flush the birds. 

Ducks, geese and all northern varieties of wild fowl can 
be found here in the Spring and Fall, going to and returning 
from their northern breeding grounds. In the Fall they 
come in countless myriads; every pond and puddle is 
covered with them; they rise from the green stubble In huge

flocks, and stay till the ice forms when they take their de¬ 
parture for more genial climes. 

Sportsmen visiting this section should come early enough 
to enjoy to the fullest extent the grouse shooting, and stay 
late enough to bunt deer; of course, they should bring such 
guns as they need, and plenty of shells, etc. Supplies for 
camp use can be bad anywhere along the road where there 
are towns. _ _ _ Inoomab. 

■y First Snipe Shoot In Mlssori. 

I had listened all day to the big stories, and thought of 
the large flights of snipe that bad every year visited the bot¬ 
tom lands near this place, so I retired early that I might be 
up in good season to make ready for my first charge into 
the flocks I was told I would see. I imagined almost that 
they misrht differ from the Jack, that 1 used to think myself 
lucky if I killed a dozen in a day on the Pine Brook meda- 
ows of New Jersey; but they told me that they were the 
same bird, only this was the heaven for them, and that ac¬ 
counted for the large numbers'; that could be seen here. 
Speaking of that good place in connection with jack snipe, 
and seeing that they did not mistake New Jersey for their 
heaven made me sober, and I thought maybe this place was 
intended as a heaven for Jersey men. Do not understand 
me as inviting any here with a promise that they will be 
sacred, for although a Missourian now, I am confident that 
New Jersey has no claim of a heavenly nature on this State. 
But I am off the track. I was to relate my first day's 
experience on the snipe grounds in Missouri. I awoke 
early, and as the birds were said to be plentiful 
three miles (Torn town, I thought 1 would take two young 
dogs and give them a first trial. Of all demoralized ani¬ 
mals, after they had once gotten fairly into the birds, these 
two purps beat all. I think they mistook the meaning of 
“charge," for they charged into and after hundreds. Ihad 
forgotten my check-cord, and if I was a believer in shooting 
a dog, or at one, I now would have had a good excuse for 
so doing; but I could not, after all, blame the pups so much. 
I think I was as bad, for I had never seen as many birds 
before on one field, and for a while my nerves were rather 
unstrung; suffice it to say I cooled down, so aid the pups, 
and for a few hours my friend and self enjoyed the sport of 
shooting a pipe. I had heard of it before, I thought 1 had 
seen snipe quite plenty in Georgia, near the coast, some 
years ago, but I will never think so again. 

I am convinced that it is of no benefit to a young dog to 
handle him, or to try to, where the birds are so very plenty. 
In fact, under such circumstances, a dog is of no ubc, except 
for company, and excuse me from the company of two 
young dogs as I had. on this first day after snipe in Missouri. 
Here is where a retriever is indispensable, at least It is a 
comfort to have one, and those few who do not wish their 
dogs to retrieve, could never have shot much on the bottom 
or marsh lands of the West and South. In my common way 
I will relate as I live along, my new experiences after game, 
for the scenes are new to me. and yet "Bob White” reminds 
me of my Jersey home, and I will remind him too, this Fail, 
that I love bis company. A. C. Waddell. 

Bird Protection In Rhode Island. 


Pkotidskc*. R. I., April .45.1R76. 

Editor Chicago Field: —Through the influence and ex¬ 
ertions of our Association for the protection of game and 
fish, our general assembly passed the following act in refer¬ 
ence to birds, and, though not perfect in all its details, hav¬ 
ing been altered somewhat from the original draft, it is far 
superior to the old law, and meets with general approval: 

An Act In Amendment of chapter 84 of the General Statutes, **Of Birds," 

and of the euveral acts in amendment thereof, and in addition thereto. 

[Paaeed April 90,1876.] 

It U enacted by the general aeeembly at folio we: 

Section 1. Every pereon who shall take, kill, or destroy any wild 
bird (except as is hereinafter provided), at any season of the year, or 
who shall willfully disturb or destroy the nest or eggs of any such wild 
bird, shall be fined for each such offense ten dollars. 

Sec. 9. Every peraou who shall take, or kill In this State, sell, bay, or 
offer for sale, or have In hie or her possession. If killed In this Stale, 
any woodcock from January lat to July 4th. any ruffed grouae or par¬ 
tridge from February lat to September 1st, any quail from January 1st 
to October 15th, any Bertram's sand piper or grass plover from April 
1st to August 1st auy dusky or black duck from March 1st to Septem¬ 
ber 1st, any wood or summer duck from March lit to September 1st, 
any blue or green-winged teal from March 1st to September let. In any 
year, shall be fined for each such bird twenty-five dollars 

Sec. 3. All freeb water ducka, other than those hereinbefore men* 
tloned, all sea-ducks, geese, crows, kingfishers, crow-blackbirds, cow- 
blackbirds. herons, bitterns, plover, (except as In the proceeding sec¬ 
tion mentioned,) curlew, rails, sand pipers, snipe, end ell birds of prey 
except flab-hawks or ospreys, may be killed, taken, or destroyed at any 
time of year. 

Sec. 4. Every person who shall at any time of year take, kill, or de¬ 
stroy any qnall or partridge by means or any trap, snare, net, or spring, 
or who shall shoot any water-fowl by means or by the use of any bat¬ 
tery swivel, pnnt or pivot-gun, shall be fined for each each offense 
twenty-five dollars: provided , however, that at anch season an the tak¬ 
ing, killing, or destroying of each birds la not prohibited by this act, 
any person may snare ouhie or her own land for personal use. 

Sac 5. Possession by any person of any bird, daring the time when 
the taking and killing or destruction of each bird la prohibited by this 
act. shall be prime facie evidence before any court of competent Juris¬ 
diction. that such bird was Uken, killed, or destroyed lu violation of 
Ibis act. and all fines recovered under this act shall aocrue one-half part 
to the person prosecuting for the seme, the remainder to the State. 

Sec. #. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repeeled, and this act shell take effect from and after Its passage.

Editor Chicago Field:— As I do not know the names of 
the officers of the "Chicago Game Protection Society,*' allow 
j ,, 0 through the columns of the Chicago Field to call their 
attention to the wanton destruction out of season in the 
gtate of Illinois of pinnated grouse. 

In Toronto, yesterday, I was astonished to see from 50 to 
75 brace of birds exposed for sale at the establishments of 
two game dealers of that city, who informed me that they 
had received them by express from Chicago from a game 
dealer named Mr. Booth, from whom they had been accus¬ 
tomed to receive them weekly during the winter. I am 
not conversant with the game laws of Illinois, but think 
if there is not a penalty for dealers handling game 
out of season there Bhould be. If pot hunters are 
Allowed to kill and sell as late as the last week in 
April, when the birds have paired, it cannot be 
wondered at that they are now in so many places so nearly 
exterminated, as from my own experience I know them to 
be. I remember shooting for several seasons between 1850 
and I860 in Winnebago county, at which time game was 
plentiful on every farm. On returningfrom a shooting trip 
In Missouri in the fall of ’74, 1 visited Rockford, and on my 
old shooting ground in two days traveling only saw one 
small covey.

Choke-bores for Brush Shooting. 


Pibunont-on-Hudson, N. Y., April 20, 1878, 
Editor Chicago Field: — In one of your recent issues you 
say a correspondent of a foreign contemporary writes that 
in using "concentrators," one of his barrels first bulged and 
then burst. For the last four years I have used a gun by 
the same maker (J. H. Crane, London), have used Eley's, 
Kay's, and also cut the cartridge case just below the pow¬ 
der-wad, about as dangerous a thing as you can do, as the 
case which is as large as the chamber is driven through the 
barrels. It did not shoot enough better to pay for the risk; 
Eley’s and Kay’s shot about alike in my gun, about a ten 
per cent, better pattern. Penetration I did not test. The 
gun makes a pattern without “concentrators” right 118, left 
120. Penetration right 32, left 33 on a Pettit pad. I have 
not seen anything from owners of choke-bored gurs how 
they work in covert shooting, whether the birds are shot to 
pieces if hit fair at 15 to 20 yards or not; my opinion is 
they are. We see accounts of very long shots made with 
choke-bores, but not a word how well they do in brush 
shooting. Will some one let us know through your valuable 
Field; not some one that has an axe to grind but one who, 
if he is a failure at that particular shooting, is not afraid 
to say so. _ _ Steel.

Editor Chicago Field: —As the Bpring shooting is at an 
end in this locality, a few notes on the doings of tne hunts¬ 
men msy not be out of place. Duck shooting has been fair, 
the flights being very irregular, owing to the sudden and se¬ 
vere storms during the latter part of March. When a flight 
would be coming nicely, one of those tedious blizzards 
would open up and send the web-footed legion tumbling 
back to milder climes. During one storm a great many 
ducks stopped in the timber near Wheatland, where some 
nice shooting was had; Messrs. Anderson, Morton, Lee and 
Noyes made some good bags. The islands above and be¬ 
low our city, in the Mississippi river, have generally yielded 
fine sport, but this season has been an exception. Henry 
Woodward and Mr. Root made some fine bags above Lyons.

Island, one of which contained six canvas backs. 

What we have lacked in duck shooting has been more 
than made up in snipe shooting; and the finest flight ever 
known in this section has Just passed.

The work was now telling on the 
Kentucky horses, and at Long Branch and Saratoga they 
were off; AristideB being beaten in the Ocean Hotel 8take 
by Ozark, and in the Travers Stake by D'Artagnan and 
Milner. The rest previous t« the Jerome Park Fall meeting 
did the horses good, and on the first day the popular green 
and yellow was once more to the front; Aristides winning 
the Jerome Stake, with Calvin second. At Baltimore the 
track was hardly to his liking on the Dixie day, and he was 
unplaced to Tom Ochiltree, Viator and Joe Corns; but three 
days later, the going being much improved, he won the 
Breckenridge Stake with Viator Hecond and Tom Ochiltree, 
with a seven pound penalty, third. On the fourth day of 
the meeting there is a two-year-old race of five furlongs 
with nineteen nonminntions, and on the fifth day the Cit¬ 
izens' Stake for three-yeur-olds, with twelve nominations; 
the only winner in the dozen being Ceylon, who is credited 
with the Toung America Stake No. 3, in which he beat 
Gardiner's filly by Lexington out of Miriam, Plenty (carried 
five pounds extra), Clemmie G. and Glasgow. The remain¬ 
der of the programme on those two days, as well as that for 
the entire last day, is made up of purses at various distan¬ 
ces, and there being plenty of horses on hand there will be 
no dearth of sport. 

The attractions for the- lover of the gun and dog are

THE LEXINGTON WEEK. 

During the whole of next week the sportsman will have 
a gala time at Lexington whether his tastes lead him to the 
race track, the shooting field or the dog show. The Ken¬ 
tucky Association will then hold its annual Spring meeting, 
continuing throughout the entire week, as Kentucky is looked 
upon as the home of the thoroughbred, the Yorkshire of 
America, and every man, woman and child is presumed to 
have a horsc-knowlege unequaled by the inhabitants of any 
other section of the country, the Lexington race meeting is 

always looked forward to with a great deal of interest by 
the Kentuckians. Turfmen generally are also attracted 
thereto to see how last year’s winners have got through their 
Winter recess, and whether the tum of speed and staying 
qualities are still there. Then there are the first publje trials 
of the two-year-olds, in which the get of young stallions 
make their maiden essay, and their performances, style of 
going and make up are studiously observed by the breeder. 
We give elsewhere the full programme of the meeting, with 
the entries for each of the stakes. On Monday the racing 
begins with the Phccnix Hotel Stake which has fifteen nom¬ 
inations, and if Vagrant has improved as much as his sup¬ 
porters claim, he will undoubtedly win this race. Va¬ 
grant's record, last year, was a grand one, beginning with 
the Alexander Stake at Louisville, which he won by a 
couple of lengths from the Virgil-Lark colt, with Russ But¬ 
ler third, and Creedmoor, Mediator, Grit, Ceylon, Malmis- 
tic and others in the unplaced division. Three days later, 
and on a wet and heavy track, he could only get third to 
Creedmoor and Tecalco in the Tennessee Stake, in which he 
carried a penalty of five pounds; still, he beat a lot of good 
ones including Mediator, Ceylon and Grit. His next ap¬ 
pearance was at the Lexington Fall meeting, winning the 
Colt Stake on the second day, with The Nipper second, 
Creedmoor third, and Melnotte, Grit and four others un¬ 
placed. On the fifth day he won the Colt and Filly Stake, 
beating Clemmie G., The Nipper, Creedmoor and four 
others. At the Louisville Fall Meeting he won the Belle 
Meade Stake from a field of eleven, and two days later the 
Sanford Stake, in which odds of three to one were laid on 
him, notwithstanding he had nine opponents. He last year 
defeated nearly all of the public performers that will meet 
him on this occasion, and there is no reason to doubt his 
ability to repeat his victory. The Filly Stake for two- 
year-olds has eleven nominations of new candidates for 
turf honors. A purse of $250 for all ages, distance one mile, 
concludes the day’s programme. On the second day there 
Is a race of mile-heats, and a handicap sweepstakes over a 
mile-and-a-half course. Monmouth carries the top weight 
of one hundred and fifteen pounds, and as ten out of the 
fourteen nominations accepted their imposts, the handicap 
may be regarded as a good one. The third day’s card be¬ 
gins with a three-year-old race, winners excluded; it has fif¬ 
teen nominations, and of the lot The Nipper’s unsuccesful 
efforts of last year ought t# be borne In mind. By far the 
greatest amount of interest will centre in the four-year-old 
sweepstake, and if Aristides, King Alphonso and Ten 
Broeck strip for the contest it will be a race worth seeing. 
The three did a good deal of in and out running last year, 
Ten Broeck defeating both Aristides and King Alfonso, and 
In tum being beat by both. King Alphonso finished the 
season with a brilliant succession of victories, winning the 
Kentucky St. Leger, Tobacco Stake and Galt House Stake 
at Louisville, winding up with the Llnck Hotel Stake at 
Nashville. He then retired to Winter quarters with the rep¬ 
utation of being the best three-year-old in Kentucky. Aris¬ 
tides will prove his most formidable opponent If the track Is 
dry, for he does not like a wet or holding track. Last year 
he started In at Lexington and was unplaced in the Phtenlx 
Hotel Stake, won by Ten Broeck, but at Louisville posi¬ 
tions were reversed and Aristides won the Kentucky Derby, 
though Mr. McGrath wanted to win with Chesapeake. He 


Hon. James B. Beck. In order to allow sportsmen to attend 
the races, a match will begin each morning at 9 o'clock, 
and another match in the evening. Tuesday’s programme 
consists of a class match at ten birds for cash prizes of #100, 
#75, #50 and #35; and another in the evening at five double 
birds for prizes of a similar amount. The bench shew oc¬ 
curs on Wednesday, and consists ef seventeen classes far 
setters and pointers, in each of which valuable prizes are 
offered; several special cups being donated, among others 
the Chicago Field offers one for the best imported English 
stock dog with two pups. On Thursday and Friday the 
shooting will be resumed, the competitions on Thursday 
being at ten single birds in the morning, and one at five 
double birds in the evening, and the prizes are #135, #75, #50, 
#30 and #20. The Viley Club cup will also be shot for the 
same evening at ten single birds, the guns to be handi¬ 
capped. On Friday a class shoot at eight birds 
will take place in the morning, and the concluding event on 
that day will be the trial of skill for the State Association 
Champion badge at five single and five double birds. 

The railroads running to Lexington will convey dogs free, 
and reduced rates for excursionists are also granted on very 
liberal terms. 

The Two Thousand Guineas Stake. —The victory of 
Petrarch, in the Two Thousand Guineas, is at the one time 
a confirmation of public form and of high breeding. The 
winner of this, the first of the great English three-year-old 
races, first appeared in the Middle Park Plate at the 
Newmarket second October meeting, in which he beat a good 
field; his quality was confirmed by the Mineral colt, who 
was second to him in the Middle Park, winning the valuable 
Dewhurst Plate at the Houghton Meeting. Petrarch is by 
Lord Clifden, who in 1868 ran second for the Derby, and 
won the St. Leger, out of Laura, famous ae the dam of the 
stayer Fraulein and now doubly famous. Nor 
is the victory without its sentation. Lord Dupplin, the 
owner of Petrarch, had but recently bought him for the re¬ 
ported fancy price of #60,000, so that he might make sure 
of winning the "Red Riband of the Turf,” as our cousins 
call it. Shortly after his change of stables he was stopped 
in his exercise, and the wildest rumors got abroad about 
him, which however cannot have much foundation, as no 
cripple or weakling can win this trying race. Julius Ctesar 
was also purchased for a high price (#21,000), and by his 
forward running gives Mr. R. Peck, his owner, a very strong 
line wherewith to gauge the chances of his Derby favorite 
All Heart, the high-priced, but hitherto unsuccessful brother 
of the renowned Doncaster. 

Nashville Race Meeting.— The report of the first day’s 
racing at Nashville is to hand by telegraph. The weather 
was somewhat similar to what we have experienced here 
during the last few days, being cold and cloudy, and this 
added to the heavy state of the track, rendered the time of 
the races comparatively slow. In the two-year old race the 
Bonnie Scotlands were in strong force, securing the three 
places with Bathgate first, Dan Kinney second, and Belle 
Mead third. Eight started for the O’Connor Stake, and the 
winner turned up in Grit, to whose claims we drew atten¬ 
tion last week. The Nipper, one of imp. Pha>ton’s get, ran 
a good second; a situation that he must be pretty well used 
to by this time, as it seems his luck to be always meeting 
one Just a trifle better than himself. The third race was 
one of mile heats, and Egypt won the last two of the three 


in general steadiness, as they gain confidence in their 
catcher and pitcher, for their fielding has been good. In 
the West the Louisvilles went down pointless before the 
Chicago team, and Cincinnati, with her revived Red Stock¬ 
ings, defeated the St. Louis high-priced nine. In changing 
round the Chicagos just won a hard fought game 
in the last innings from the Red Stockings, and St. Louis 
won a badly-played match from the Louisvilles. In the 
second round the Reds again fell, though more decisively, 
before the Whites; but St. Louis received a complete set of 
ciphers from the Louisvilles, who could not tally against 
the Chicago team. This is the worst upset of public 
expectations. That the refuse of the profession and cer¬ 
tain amateurs should be so disciplined and drilled as to beat 
the highly extolled St. Louisians is astonishing, but 11 to 
0 from Louisville must indeed make managers of base 
ball feel that high-priced players are not always the best. 
There can be only one cause of this failure of the Brown 
Stockings—that already pointed out by us as liable to hap¬ 
pen to them—want of harmony. On paper the 8t. Louis 
team read second only to the Chicago nine, but on public 
form they are divided from them by a gulf of defeat which 
does not seem likely to be bridged over. 

No praise is too great for the patient and energetic manner 
in which the Western Red Stockings have been organized 
and trained; and at the same time Mr. Cammeyer deserves 
credit for working the Mutuals so well, but neither of these 
clubs nor the Athletics can have much prospect of winning 
the flag from the White Stockings. They will doubtless 
prove as hard to beat as the Bostons of ’75, and ’twixt them 
and the second flight a weekly gap will very surely be left. 
If the St. Louis Club does not make strenuous efforts to 
harmonize the conflicting elements that are evidently at 
work, they are pretty sure to fall short of even second honors. 

The Centennial Breeders' Meeting.— The great suc¬ 
cess which has attended the efforts of Messrs. Kellogg and 
Conley in their project to establish colt races an a largo 
scale, has induced them to enlarge their programme. By 
reference to the advertisement which appears this week, it 
will seem that two additional races are thrown open. The 
Federal race for six-year-olds and under, will take place on 
the fourth day of the meeting; it is for a puree of #2,500 di¬ 
vided Into four premiums of #1,200, #650, #400 and #350. 
The other race is the National Cup, valued at #1,000 which 
will be a free competition, open to all stallions under the 
following conditions: The cup will be awarded for the fast¬ 
est mile, Bingle dash; the horses to trot separately against 
time, unless two or more consent to go together, to be al¬ 
lowed three trials each, with or without a runner, sepa¬ 
rately driven. All competitors must nominate their horses 
on or before September 1st, accompanied by evidence that 
they are worthy to compete, upon which they will be duly 
accepted or declined. The time for making each trial will 
he assigned by the managers to suit the convenience of the 
meeting, and wil^ not necessarily require each horse to 
make more than one of his trials the same day. Should any 
stallion, in trotting either of the other races of this meeting, 
excel the time made in direct competion for the National Cup, 
it will be awarded to him Instead of the direct competitor. 
The Federal Race and the National Cup are to be trotted, 
subject to all conditions of the previously announced races 
of the meeting. The Federal Race will close Wednesday, 
May 10, with a forfeit of flve per cent. (#185), the remaining 
five per cent, due September 1st._

coming up to 'em now, he’s from Brooklyn, I hatrd him tell his two red 
dorge wur worth a thousand doll area.’* Well, I'll tell yer, Zach, thar 
alnt no such money in ’em for me. Why thar’s |Old Bess and that ere 
yearling and 2-ycar-old, the hull on ’em wouldn’t bring five hundred 
dol lares, not as I’d sell ’em for any such money, and I’d bo dorg-darned 
sf I’d give Old Hess, lot alone the colts, for any 6 o’ thar dorgs. I like 
dorga as well ns the next man. bat I want a dorg as Is useful; thar was 
old “Tear-coal.” That’s a dorg as I call a dorg. If anyone no more an 
sneezed he was Just around to see what they sneezed fur, and he’d 
make 'em tell too why they sneezed. It warnt safe for a stranger to 
hare a cold and be around sneezing where “Tear-coat” was. if they 
didn’t want to get hart. Bat these ere critters alnt no more use bat to 
look at. Why thar was a swell chap from the city around my place last 
fall shooting patrldges with a dorg most like that white dorg afore you, 
only be had more yallor on him. I showed the feller where I knowed 
there war a lot of young patrldges and went with him; by Gosh that 
dorg jast stiffened out for all the world like a pesky frightened fool. I 
was kind a sheared, for they’d bln a good deal a talk abont mad dogs, 
and he stopp’d so quick to wunst. and a turned his head towards me 
with his eyes a bulging out and his mouth open, kinder gasping; I was 
concluding to crawl when the swell chap turns to me and says, “Ain't 
that a p eter fit for a Landedeer?” “Well,” says L “Ef yon want to 
have his plcter taking a chasing a deer, you alre In the wrong country.” 
“Chasing a deer.” says the feller, and how mad and sour he looked; 
"That dorg won't chase a deer, he ain’t that kind.” All this time that 
dorg was as straight as a ramrod a standing thar. The feller says, "Yon 

alre satisfied he's-,” well, I dlsremember the word 

now, but I kuowd I told him as how I'd never doubted it, 
for I wasn't acquainted with the dorg anyway. Upon that he 

said he would-Veil, I dlsremember that too, but he 

stepped ahead of the dorg, and up Jumped a quail, and he fired. I 
reckon that quail’s a going yet But, Zach, ef you bed a bln thar yon 
would a busted sartaln, ah! ha? ho! hot By gum, sir, he shot the dorg; 
he'd uever owned up to It, and the dog kiudor covered It up, as tho' 
ashamed of it, but you may shoot me ef that dorg didn't drop as flat aa 
a flounder when the feller fired, and the qnall went on, only a little 
faster 1 reckon. Now, ef that dorg wern't shot why would he a fallen 
when the gun went off. Now that ere stiffening oat business In a dorg 
I don’t take to; It may be good enough for fellers as want plcters o' 
dorgs tookln. but such dorgs arnt no use." 

“Jed, they plsened old Tear Coat, did they or did they not? I haired 
the squire say It was a cussed mean thing.” 

“It walr that, Zach; a quieter critter In day time you never aaw. but 
a feller was always a poking at him whenever he’d go by; so one day 
Tsar-Coat went for him, and make him Jast hum, aud the cuss plsened 
him. I reckon the dorg warn't to blame.” 

“I reckon not, Zach; war I a dorg, and a feller was to be a contin¬ 
ually poking at me, I guess I’d go fur him; I think he'd know I'd bin 
aronnd. Thar's that feller taking In every word we've bln aaylng; let's 
move on.” So I heard a couple of farmers exprosslng their opinion on 
dogs In general, and those in 

THE SHOW 

which was held In the City Hall, Wednesday and yesterday. The 
entries numbered 868. and tbe attendance of visitors was very large; 
dnring the day the number from out of town was quite numerous, 
while In the evening, between half-past 6 and 10 o’clock, the hour It 
closed, tbs crowd of city people was at times such as to make It un¬ 
comfortable. The trick dog, Gness, exhibited at 8 o'clock In the even¬ 
ing, added to the crowd. The ladies were out In full force. 

Many prominent sportsmen were present, of whom the Springfield. Re¬ 
publican, contrasting tbe dog show with the late chicken show held 
under tbe auspices of the same club, says: 

“The men gathered to the show are excellent specimens of the sport¬ 
ing gentry, and are, on the whole, much more manly than the chicken 
men.” 

8peaking of the chicken show, the Rod and Gun Club has had enough 
of chicken shows, and has no sympathy whatever with the Eastern ef¬ 
fort to break up the National Fancier’s Association. It went Into that 
show merely to harmonise the opposition elements of three rival asso¬ 
ciations. Having dons that. It Is dons with chicken shows. 

WHERE IT FAILED. 

Tbe number of dogs wss large, the attendance was large, the provls* 
Ions mads for the dpge were good, end yet 1 never attended s show 
where there waa^tflore dissatisfaction, and so many sore-heads, and It 
all arose from an unfortunate occurrence at the last moment, and too 
great a desire by the club to please everyone. Leniency and a desire to 
please are all very good, bat can be carried too far. It Is humsn na¬ 
ture, If given an Inch to take an all. and nowhere more than 
at a dog show. In various ways It crops out. Vision 

at n dog show becomes abnormal. Men of booor everywhere 
else wont hesitate to take from a dog next to theirs the food It Is eat¬ 
ing, and give U to theirs; they didn't oonsider It robbing this dog; U la 
an ocular delusion which. Induced by anxiety for their own dog thet he 
should have enough, and so Belinda for their neighbor’s dog that he 


should not have too much, magnifies the quantity of their neighbor's 
dog's food, end lessens the quantity of their own. The Springfield 
Show has demonstrated moat positively that unless shows are conducted 
differently than at present It will be bat e short time before they will 
cease to attract exhibitors. The rules In force at the present time are 
the source of much trouble to the managers, the exhibitors, the Judges, 
and the press; and fail to afford tbs visitors tbe pleasure they would 
otherwise have. Tbs following errors should be corrected: 

First. All entries should close 10 days at least before the show opens. 
It would then be known Just how many dogs are entered for each 
class. Each dog’s place could be prepared for It, and on Us arrival It 
could be put In It, saving much confusion end aunoyance. 

Second. Each dog's bench should be numbered, without pedigree, 
owner, or anything further than a no no her, and a tag with number cor- 
respondlnglattachad to the collar. A catalogue or entries should be 
ponllsbedTin which, by referring to number of dog In it, class, pedi¬ 
gree, owner, etc., coaid be found. 

Third. Dogs shouldtbe arranged In sexes and ages In their classes, as 
well as In classes. A dog entered in tbe puppy class has uo right to bo 
next a dog In the aged class, nor should a bitch be next to a dog or a 

* FSIgas should be provided for, and be on hand the day the dogs get 
there, aod the Jodglng should commence promptly at a certain hour, 
and the awards made before the doors are thrown open to tbe public. 
Confusion would be avoided, time would be saved, each dog would be 
carefully Judged, and the public would have an opportunity of seeing 
the prize winners. The objection that those who aid not get prizes 
would take their dogs away, can be very easily overcome by suspending 
any such Individuals from in future exhibiting at the same club’s ex¬ 
hibitions, and other shows sustaining the suspension. 

Fifth. Allow exhibitors to take the dogs out or the hall twice a day 
only, morning and evening. 

Sixth. Though last, notleaat. have as superintendent, a first-class man. 
like Lincoln, superintendent or the Chicago, and now the Ceuteunlal 
show, who being thoroughly conversant with the various strains, is able 
as soon as he sees a dog, to tell whether It has been entered In lie proper 
class, and if not, correct the error before the Judges commence their 
work. 

The objection that If the entries close 10 days or two weeks before, 
many will not enter Is a mistake, for 1 know of two dogs which would 
have been here, had the entries closed aoouer. Disappointments usually 
come on the verge of the expected accomplishment of an object; men 
more usually find at the last moment, a reason why they 
can't go away, than they could have found two weeks 
two weeks previous. A man who bos already entered a dog. will be 
more likely to make an effort to attend a show than if he had not en¬ 
tered It. Iustead of decreasing I believe It would increase the uumber. 

Tho entries for the Springfield show. It was specified, were to dost 
on Tnesday, April 95, at 9 p.m., hut Instead of doing so, they did not) 
close until Thursday morning, the last day. The consequenco was 
that, to please a few, some dozen, not more, the whole thing was thrown 
into confusion; dogs got mixed with others. In different classes, old 
dogs, bitches, and puppies were put into their kennels without regard 
to order in sexes. 

JUDGES AND JUDGING. 

Thu Rod and Gun Club have Initiated the one-judge system, which 1 
have been fighting for, and which I am satisfied is tne correct system, 
since each Judge has no one throw the responsibility on, but has to 
stand up and face bis decisions. Moreover, tbe scarcity of competent 
and reliable men, and the fact demonstrated at this show, that few men 
are competent to Judge more than one strain of dog. that which they 
are most conversant with, demands economy In Judges. Tbe Judges 
were for standing A No. 1, being like Caesar's wife “oven beyond sub- 

f dolon," A more houorable lot of gentlemeu never before acted 
u a similar capacity; but, alas! It Is human to err, 
and tbe Judges being human, most of them did err, 
and most fearfally. The fact is, some of the decisions were the very 
worst I ever saw. No doubt a great deal of it was capsed by the short 
time allowed them for doing their work, and many dbgs getting mixed 
in other classes, with also tbe too liberal system of allowing owuers to 
take their dogs out whenever they wanted to; so that when they came 
to Judge some dogs could not be found, and others from having no tags 
on their collars, were Judged twice, no Judge being able to recoghize a 
dog brought to him a second time, in a large class, unless the dog be 
particularly remarkable, or the Judge be acquainted with the dog. 
Commencing so late to Judge, and the dogs difficult to get at. it was In 
most cases hurriedly gone through with, and undoubtedly some dogs 
were not Judged; Indeed, 1 know of more instances than one where they 
were overlooked. 1 do not know that it would have made any differ¬ 
ence in tbe awards, but very many went away feeling very sore that 
their dogs had not even been looked at. There was no feeling of fraud, 
but It was simply regarded by them as having been incompetently and 
hurriedly done. Bach one felt that the Rod and Gun Club bad en¬ 
deavored to do right by every one, the Judges the same; but that the 
club in striving to please everyone, bad overshot the mark, and dis¬ 
pleased a great many, and the Judges by being in too great a hurry, 
and havlug accepted the positions merely “to help the thing 
through," as one of them expressed it to me, had not 
been as careful as they ought to have been. Meeting one of tbe judges 
about 5 o’clock, Thursday, in answer to whethe# he had got through, no 
replied be could not find the dogs, nor tbe men whose duty it was to 
bring them to him. Whilst talking the men returned with a batch of 
dogs they had found below with tnelr owners; some of them bad been 
judged before. In other cases, when the men found a dog absent from 
his aennel they took the next one. and so working their way down for¬ 
got those they had not taken In, and so they were never seen by the 
judges. 

Not having tags on their collars, the Judges had to rely on the men’s 
statements who brought them, which was not always correct* so in 
addition to the other errors, the judges having nothing to go by bat the 
numbers on their cards, in more Instances than one the wrong dogs 
were credited with the awards, as the committee was gnlded solely by 
the number on the judges’ cards In awarding the premlam. Tone 
more explicit, supposing the Judge with card marked Class —, No. 7, 
should mark No. 7 highest, and instead of being No. 7 the dog should 
be No. 5, the committee on examining the cards and finding No. 7 
scored the highest number of points, would of coarse award the pre¬ 
mium to No. 7, whereas It was No. 5 which was entitled to It. 

No cards were placed over the winning dogs as the 
awards wore not announced, except as they were given 
to anyone enquiring In committee room. In fact it was 8 o'clock 
ThurMay night before some of the Judges were through. There were 
in consequence three times as many, if not more, prize winners than 
prizes to be awarded, as Just so many extra indlvidnls had learned posi¬ 
tively that they had got the 1st prize. The fact is op to tea-time last 
night there were no Id or 3d prise winners; all were first. On a small 
scale the rumors were, for a while, as wild and alternately raised and 
dissipated many a fond hope, as during (he war after a battle. That tbe 
wrong dogs in some cases got the awards not intended for them; It is 
only necessary to instance those of Phil, Jr., and Warbnrton’s Mack in 
the large pointer class. In the official award published in the Sprina- 
field Republican , Mack Is awarded Sd prize, yet In the copy of the 
Jadge's card given me. Phil, Jr., is awarded tbe prize. Now which is 
right? I enquired If It was correct, and was told by one of the committee 
that Phil, Jr., was the dog. 

It was rather amusing tnls morning to see some of the owners of dogs 
hanging around with the hope that they might yet get their dogs judged, 
notwithstanding the show was over. On my way up to the Rod and Gun 
Clnb room I met one verydisconslate Individual coming down; knowing 
how bitterly he had been complaining of the neglect nla dog bad re¬ 
ceived, I inquired of him how he felt, and the reply was. “I feel,” said 
he "sore. I do not believe any wrong was intentionally done me, but 
tbe fact Is tbe Judging was left until too late, and had to be hurried 
through and amidst too much confusion. Tbe members of the club are gen 
tlemen, but they let things get mixed up at the last too much.” And 
so It was; be was right, the club meaut well, but, summed up, all tbe 
trouble can be ascribed to the following causes: Not closing the en¬ 
tries before Thursday, tbe last day, and consequently leaving the Jad¬ 
ing to commence until too late; not having the judges provided before¬ 
hand, and from a ball going on in the hall Tuesday night, when the ken¬ 
nels should have been erected, and everything In readiness for the next 
day, Wednesday, which is the unfortunate occurrence I referred to In 
the beginning. 

One thing must be put a stop to at shows, aud that is exhibitors 
acting as Judges. Several unfavorable comments were made by the un¬ 
lucky exhibitors and their friends, that each judge bad won a Aral prize. 
Now I know that the Judges who did wlu first prises were entitled 
to them, and that moreover there was no interchange 
of classes so that there could be collusion ; but tbe disappointed will 
pick np any straw which they can find, without regard to whether It be 
a broken one or not. No t * “ *“ “ “■ - w- ** *“ * 

such remarks. Shows can

judging Is no fun, and he who act* as one has the pleasure be came for 
maned, besides getting abused by soreheads and picked to pieces, as I 
propose to do with these who acted here. <'

supper, got up In the bast style, at the rooms of the Springfield Club.

breech loader donated bv Parker Bros. The cope were 
looked on as the most desirable prizes; some thought tbe Chios eo 
Field cup the handsomer of the two, but a majority preferred the Spirit, 
of the Times cup. and I admire their taste, as actuated by the same 
spirit of justice In this as In other matters connected with the show, I 
am free to coufeaa had I had the choice I should have takon the Spirit 
of the Times' cup. Irwas a gem.

THE DOGS. 

Imported English SstUrs were a very good lot. With the exception 
of Rock, none of the veterans were on hand, the contest being left to 
the youngsters, to fight again the battles of their sires and dams. Rock 
and his son Scout were tne centre of attraction; they presented a mag¬ 
nificent appearance as side by side they lay in tbelr kennel; they looked 
as though they knew how handsome they were, and Mr. Adams with his 
hands ui his pockets, presented the appearance of the most satisfied 
man In the show. Without wishing to perpetrate a nun. he selected a 
pretty good “Rock" as a foundation on which to build his kennel. Rock 
looked finely, and Scont has developed considerably and was In better 
condition than at Chicago; the dog which is found to beat him on the 
show bench, will be perfection. There was no error of Judging in giv¬ 
ing himJlrat prize; bnt In awarding second to Charm, and thira to Bine 
Blood, oyjsr Adonis, was an error. 

While Charm has a good head, ears well put on, good forearm and 
capital hind leg. with one of the truest Laverock carves I ever saw, yet 
he is the worst puppy 1 have yet seeu by Pride of the Border and Fairy, 
lie If heavy iu the neck, chest, and shoulder, badly ribbed up, and ter¬ 
ribly thick in the loin, and coarse, altogether too beefy. 

Ho suffers very much by comparlsoo with bla litter brothers. Rod and 
Guy. It is true he was very fat. but that did not hide his imperfection. 
Take bis dam Fairy, whose gourmand propensities put fat on her at 
Chicago, aud no matter how fat you get her. she la the same sweet little 
hitch; her good points can be discovered. Charm has not them. Where 
the charm (no pun) was for the judges over Adonis I cannot see, for 
Adonis on the other band is a handsome black, white and tan, (Charm 
is chestnut), with a bead resembling Llewellen's Counteas, a lean neck, 
good shoulders and chest, good forearm, well ribbed up, aud a good 
hind quarters leg; a handsome dog, looks like a clipper; his only weak 
point Is being slack In the loin, but age, being only past 19 months, 
will fill that up, aud at the same time thicken Charm’s more yet, he be¬ 
ing of the same age. Blue Blood, winner of fid prize, a well-made, 
pretty little dog, was entitled to his prize, and therefore Charm was en¬ 
titled to nothing. But the worst decision in this class, was in giving 
Delano's Doll fid prize, while Balcom's Peg and Herzberg's Jessie got 
1st and 2d. Doll was not only, by all odds, next to Morford’e May, the 
handsomest setter bitch in the show, but in every individual 
poiut she was the superior of either of the others, and 
taking her all In all. Is a very hard bitch to beat. 
A more unjust award I never saw. Adams’ Prince by Pride of the Bor¬ 
der—Dora, has improved wonderfully since exhibited at Chicago, so 
much tbat 1 should not have recognized him. He Is a remarkably well 
made, handsome and promising puppy, full of good points and d* 
served first prize in puppy class. Mr. Adams also exhibited Dora, Duk» 
and Drake, winners of prize for the beet collection of setters. Drake 
has Improved very much since I saw him at Memphis, and is a better 
dog than Duke. Dan, litter brother to Drake and Duke, exhibited by 
B. Y. Ricker. Is not as good as Duke. He is too squatty, neck too short 
and ears too high on head. 

Irish Setters, with one or two exceptions, were an indifferent lot. 
Jarvis' Dick no one would recognize from the picture, which has been 
published, unless Dick has changed since that was taken. Shamrock 
beats him in almost every point, Dick deserved 1st award. Shamrock, 
in consequence of winning 3d at Watertown, last Jane, since which he 
has much improved, was barred out of tbis class. Saltus* Llll III. had a 
clean walk over for 1st prize in bitch class She is a very handsome 
bitch, and looks like a clipper. Harding’s Duke, 1st prize puppy, is a 
promising puppy. 

Gordon Setters were a very fair lot. Jerome Marble's Gronse de 
served first prize, hut how 2d prize was afforded to Dr. Strahau’a ’’Sport,' 
except through mistake, I cannot comprehend -a black dog, with white 
frill, inferior to Smith’s Monarch, winner of fid prize,Gatee* Ruby being 
overlooked entirely, whereas he wss entitled to 2d place with Monarch Sd. 
Thu a war in In the bitches were on their merits. In the pappy class Mr. 
Edmund Orgill exhibited Romp, a finely marked and well made dog 
pup; the bitch Ruby is not so good; her body is good but nose foxy. 

Native Setters were with exceptions a poor lot. Many showed 
crosses of Irish water and other spaniels. Theodore Morford'a Don 
and May simply had no competition. It required no judge to award 
them 1st in their classes. Don is a fine dog, and May la aa pretty as a 
picture, and was the handsomest bitch in the show. She has Improved 
much since exhibited at Watertown. If we had more native setters 
like Don and May we need nevur have gone to Europe to improve. 
They are of the Morford strain, kept pure by him for many years, and 
show the fallacy of continually breeding oat in order to introduce new 
blood. May is by 8bipman’s Joe, out of bis own mother. Dimity, 
2d prize bitch, exhibited by Mr. C. H. Raymond. Is very pretty, but she 
has a light nose. Jim, exhibited by BamM Scranton, ought to have had 
2d instead of fid place. Nesbitt’s Maud Is a very pretty bitch. Dr. 
Borland's Rob Is a very handsome puppy; looks very much like the 
field trial breed. Balcom's Bess deserved her honors as Iwet bitch pop. 
Hon, Charles M. Pond's Trump, highly commended. Is a good one. 

Large Pointers were a large class, and were with exceptions good. 
Edward Beach’s Pete, by Strong's Pete very much resembles hi# elre, and 
was certainly entitled to recognition If not 1st prize. He Is better than 
either Jake. Phil Jr. or Mack. If not better than Tom II. also. 

Small Pointers.— Were a good lot and were judged well. 

Cocker Spaniels.— Here was a companion picture in judging tor the 
imported English Metiers. Excepting Bestor’s Snip and Juliette, 
Stanton’s Cora and Allen's Grip, there was not a cocker In the class; 
the others were retrievers, but notwithst mdlng Thornhill's Fannie, a 
dark liver retriever, took 1st prize over Bestor’s Juliette and Stanton's 
Cora, Juliette got 2d and Cora was not even mentioned, while In the 
dog class Dr. Borland’s Pat actually got 9d place over Grip. But the 
stangest thing is. that Duck, who scored 85, aod Lulls, who scored 89, 
were both highly commended, while Cora, who scored 85, was never 
mentioned. In tnls instance tbs first was certainly last, another victim 
to the hurried judging. 

Clumber Spaniels.—Only one entry, bat Max was a fine specimen. 

Retrievers.— Were nothing extra. 

Irish Water Snaniels.—WeTe a poor lot; there was not a genuine 
specimen of tbe breed. 

Foxhounds— Were a fair lot. 

Dachshunds.— One specimen—Col. Clark’s—a good one. 

Scotch Terriers and Skye Terriers, a fair lot. 

Pug Terriers - The winner was good; his sire not so good. 

Slack and Tan TerrUrs, s very good lot. 

Toy Terriers— TlnjrBlack aud Tan, th# only entry weighed %% lbs, 
was very fine. / 

St. Charles Spaniels—Very good. 

Japanese Spaniels—Very good. 

Italian Greyhounds— Very good. 

In class 37 some more careless Judging was noticeable. Mr. Copeland’s 
Shot and Nora were never even looied at by the Judges, not that I think 
It would have made any change, but Is only proof of the harried manner 
in which the Judging was carried on. Certainly, when a man enters hie 
dogs, he has the right to have them Judged. In class 88 the same thing 
was done, Jarvis' shamrock and others entered were never noticed. Balf- 
ua’ Dash would never bav e been noticed, had not Mr. Morford. who was 
aware or this entry only, rafused to accept the Cbicaoo Fiblo cup un- 
leas the dogs were Judged. 

In class 48 prize for the best bitch pup, either Balcom's Bess or Dr. 
Spier’s Fan were more deserving of the award than orgill*’ Ruby. 

For the best Utter of Setter puppies. Mr. Joho Nesbitt 
carried off - prise, with a very handsome litter by Adams' Rock out of 
Maude. In this class also Mr. Salta's handsome litter by bta Dash, oat 
of his Ull III. wss oever noticed by the Judges, oor was Mr. Raymond's 
or Mr. Hers berg's.

DI8TEMPER.— Continued. 

Although I say that distemper Is a specific disease running a definite 
coarse, I do not wish to imply that mistakes in diagnosis may not arlee. 
On the contrary, it Is by no means easy to distinguish between some 
mild cases of distemper in the early stages and sharp attacks of corn- 


good rule, however, to disturb an animal as little aa Is consistent with 
nls necessities. Medicines which can be given in the form of pills am 
moat readily administered, sod are to be preferred. At the outset of 
disease one dose of aperient medicine Is advisable. During the next 
three or four days some drug which acts upon lbs skin and Kidneys Is 
indicated, such as sweet nitre and syrnp of squills, or nitrate poise, 
the object Is to obtain a free action of all the excretory organa, and 
Urns assist the elimination of the poison from the blood. 

Stimulants are to be employed from the earliest days If the appetite 
be bad. and are best given In the food. Sherry Is oue of the best forms 
to employ, and it may be given In beef-tea two or three times a day. 
Let me here say that beef-tea should be made from lean meat, and la 
most nutritions If stewed down very slowly. Tonics may be com¬ 
menced about the fifth or sixth day. Quinine la a very good one, and 
may be given In combination with sulphate of Iron. Quinine most not 
be ased In too large doses, and even In small doses had better be left 
off for a day every now and then In favor of some more simple dose, 
such as ginger and gentian. Half a grain of qnlnlne twice a day la 
sufficient for a colley or setter. 

Constipation is to be guarded against, but not by repeated purgatives. 
A table-spoonful of salad oil may sometimes be given with broth, and 
it may be used without any fear of any violent action. 
By a little care In the feeding even thla slight remedy 
may he avoided In moat cases Oatmeal, liver, and 
flesh all have a laxative tendency, and are to be employed accordingly. 

Diarrhoea Is even more to be feared than constipation. Bread, rice, 
arrowroot, etc., have a decided tendency to produce constipation, and 
may be used when Indicated. Milk la to he avoided If diarrheas be 
present. To check this condition opium and catechu are the best reme¬ 
dies, and should be employed In all cases where diarrhoea persists over 
twenty-four hours. A setter would require about 90 drops of laudanum 
with 00 drops of tincture of catechu; this may be given in flour gruel, 
and repeated every two hours, if ne c ess ar y, till toe diarrhoea ceases. 
When diarrhoea ia accompanied by vomiting, two drops of prussic acid 
may be added to the mixture, and small pills of Ice administered. 
During an attack of dlarrbma all foods should be given cold. 

Inflammation of the lungs never arises save as the result of submit¬ 
ting the dog to sudden changes of temperature. 

Fits are seldom due to any affection of the brain, but to irritation of 
the gums by changes In the teeth of puppies, or to the Irritation caused 
by worms in the Intestines. These two causes seldom cause fits, unless 
accompanied by a third condition—constipation. It la, however, good 
policy to remove any loose teeth which may be present at the outset of 
an attack, and also to get rid of any worms which are known to exist. I 
should not advise that the removal of worms be attempted when debility

mon catarrh. A chill may cause not only a eold in the head, but some 
general disturbance, and then we get a disease which simulates distem¬ 
per verv closely. Simple catarrh, nowever, never causes rapid debility, 
whilst distemper always does. Catarrh is only a matter of a few days, 
distemper always lasts at least a fortnight; the former is followed or ac¬ 
companied by no complications, distemper may be and frequently Is. 
Fortunately a true attack of distemper Is seldom overlooked, but many 
common colds are mistaken for the disease, and thus erroneous notions 
of its nature and frequency are caused, and all sorts of strange reme¬ 
dies acquire a character for having cured that which did not exist. 
There is no such thing as a "diy distemper"—discharge from eyes and 
nose are essential symptoms of the specific disease. 

Treatment .—From what I have said you will have gleaned that dis¬ 
temper Is not a disease requiring any depletive or lowering treatment. 
We have a condition due to a poison In the blood, which, under favor¬ 
able circumstances, will »»e naturally eliminated from the system. We 
have a tendency to deblllts, and to the occurredce of complications of 
various kinds. The indications of treatment, then, undoubtedly are— 
to support the patient's strength, to facilitate the removal of tbe poison 
from the system, and to guard against and, if possible, prevent any com¬ 
plication. 

Oar first object reauires ns not only to do certain things, hot to ab¬ 
stain from others. We must not employ emetics, which only derange 
the stomach, cause nausea, and thus favor debility. Emetics are very 
widely employed, but only from ignorance. There is no abvantage 
whatever in emptying the stomach. If there were any Irritant present 
(be dog would relieve himself, aa no animal possesses in such a marked 
degree the power of voluntary vomltion We must also abstain from 
(he stupid practice of giving repeated doses of aperient medicine, and 
avoid all mercurial and antfmonlal preparations. 

This plan of treatment Is simply that which was adapted in the days of 
blood-letting, and should he given up in totn. We must not rely upoo 
drugs as specifics : we employ them simply to favor the natural course 
of the disease, or to counteract any outward sycn ptoro. 

Tbe great essential In the treatment of distemper Is good nursing. 
The dog must have a clean dry bed. In a warm but well ventilated 
place, and should be confined to that place for at least a fortnight, with 
as little change of temperature aa possible. Tbe discharge from the 
eyes and nose should be removed dally with a dry piece of tow or cot¬ 
ton-wool. Washing or bathing Is to be avoided, ae the difficulty of 
thoroughly drying tne coat Is apt to laad to a chill, and serious compli¬ 
cations, Feeding mast be lloeral, aod Include a fair proportion of 
flesh. When tbe appetite la Irregular frequent changes should he made, 
so aa to tempt the animal to eat. When little or no food ia taken. 


Is marked, unless mischief could be positively traced to them. 

The wasting of the body, which Is often extreme, may be mctjwlth 
cod liver oil—a dessertspoonful twice or even three times a day. 

Care is needed with convalescent dogs to prevent them from over- 
fatiguing themselves. Exercise, when resumed, should be very limited, 
and should uever be commenced till all discharge from noae and nyea 
has ceased. After a week or two of confinement a lively dog la apt to 
indulge in a violent frolic on being loosed, and this is not unfrequently 
followed by a fit of paralysis.

Ans.—The 
trouble is not worms but inflammation of the mucous surfaces of the

I have giVeu him sul¬ 
phur. gun powder, etc., but he Is no better. What can 1 do for him? Ans. 
—The symptoms indicate distemper. This disease varies so much in 
Its exhlnitionB that it is often difficult to delect, and you must watch 
the case for new developments, and regulate the treatment according, 
fts the stomach, brain or lungs are affected. The general treatment 
should be similar to that prescribed for typhoid fever in persons. 
Htrengthen the system and reduce the Inflammatory conditions. To do 
this give the dog several times a day strong beef tea, about a teacup full 
at a ume. If much prostrated, port wine thickened with arrow-root, 
and given alternately with the tea will be benetlcial. Give also the fol¬ 
lowing pills, three dally: Ext. belladonna, 12 grains; nitre, 2 scruples; 
ext. gentian, 2 drachms; powdered quassia, sufficiency. Make Into 
twenty-four pills. 

R. 8., Pittsburg. I have a dog which has two places about as large 
as an old-fashioned copper cent on his shoulder and side, where the 
hair has come off. The skin Is quite red, and a watery fluid escapes 
from It. What Is the trouble and what shall I do for It? Ans.—The 
symptoms are those of mange. Rub the places with an ointment of 
green Iodide of mercury one part, lard sixteen parts. Use ouly a very 
little each day. and rub thoroughly into the skin. Give at the same time 
five drops of Fowler's solution of arsenic three times a dsy. Feed npon 
bread and milk, with some vegetables, but give no meat. 

W J, Easton.—I have a fine setter slat that will soon come In season; 
there Is no well-bred natter dog near here that I can breed her t*», and I 
do not wish to incur the expense of sending her away. I have thought 
of crossing her with a fine pointer owned by a friend.

This is whai au curly book on rifle 
practice says on this subject: " My practice is. first to get lulu a com¬ 
fortable position for tbe body, then to oriug tbe rifle (o bear on the spot I 
have chosen to aim at, think of any slight variation in wind or light be¬ 
fore I press the trigger, then make sure of the sights being perpendicular, 
take a full breath and commence a steady pressure, and when satisfied 
that I cun hold quite steady for a second or two longer, apply a little ex¬ 
tra pressure, the rifle goiug off. as it were, quite unexpectedly.” Now 
this is very nice when printed, but difficult to execute. Some questions 
we have put to dabsters with the rifle, about sighting, have received 
different answers. Tbe best shot we know of, has sometimes, in mak¬ 
ing a bull’s eye, said, "If I bad fired when I first sighted, I would have 
made an outer.” We know then of no rule to follow.
